Such notice shall lie continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during tho interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 

Before any petition, praying for leave to bring in a 
Private Bill for tho erection of a Toll Bridge is presen- 
ted to the House, the person or persons intending to 
petition for such a Bill shall, upon giving the notice 
proscribed by tho preceding rule, also at the same time 
and in the same manner, give notice of the rates which 
they intend to ask, tho extent of tho privilege, the 
height of the arches, the interval between the abut- 
ments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to erect a draw- 
bridge or not, and tho dimensions of the same.

PROVINCIAL IMPORTS AND 
EXPORTS. 



Taking into consideration the largo 
increaso in tlio population of the Prov- 
ince that has been experienced during 
the past twelve months, the return of 
•imports for the year ending June ;30th, 
1878, as compared with the two pre- 
ceding years may he regarded as favor- 
able. For 187G the Provincial imports 
were valued at §2,997,597 ; for 1877, 
at §2,220,908, and for the year ending 
June 30th last, at §2,229,903. Thus, 
notwithstanding the addition made to 
the number of consumers during the 
twelve months just expired, it will be 
seen that imports have increased, as 
compared with 1877, only $8,935. 
This, we take it, must be accepted as 
gratifying evidence that — there being 
moro people in the Province to-day than 
for many years past, and the demand for 
staple articles having increased ina like 
ratio — the country is gradually but 
surely reaching a state of self-sustenta- 
tion and that at no very remote date 
the productive forces of the Province 
will have become sufficiently expanded 
to very materially reduce the annual 
export of money for products which 
British Columbia is peculiarly fitted to 
raise. Apparent as was the decrease 
in the value of imports for 1878 
as compared per capita with 1877 it was 
far more so as compared with 187(5, 
during which year no less a sum than 
$2,997,597 was drained from the Prov- 
ince to render the supply of local 
markets equal to the demand. Thus 
during the year ending June 30th, 1878, 
the value of goods imported was .?7G7,- 
694 loss than the value for 187G. Dur- 
ing the past two years the importations 
of horned cattle, sheep, horses, mules, 
vegetables, butter, hay and bran show 
a decided falling oil'. In 1878 the 
value of horned cattle received 
hore from foreign countries was 
ostimated at §8,270 as against §28,088 
for 1870, and §15,988 for 1877— a 
gratifying decrease of over §20,000 
compared with the former year, and 
some §7,000 with the latter . For the 
year 1879 the reduction will be even 
mora marked. Horses and mules, 
which in 1870 drew from the country 
§29,719, and in 1877 §18,9.8i, during 
1878 relieved the country of only 
§7,51S — a considerable letting up. 
Butter and cheese — and this is a most 
gratifying exhibit, as it speaks volumes 
for the patronago of home industries — 
imported from foreign markets repre- 
sented in 1870 a total value of §30,017, 
and in 1877 an aggregate of §30,972, 
whilst in 1878 the total fell to §23,900. 
Sheep, which in 1870 drained the 
Province of §20,093, and in 1877 of 
§19,508, represented in 1878 a mone- 
tary export of only §15,310 — an in- 
ference that home grown mutton is 
daily becoming moro plentiful and 
more appreciated. Lard shows a fall- 
ing off for 1878 of several thousand 
dollars; but fresh fruits and poultry 
have not varied much. The importa- 
tion of swine seems to be on the in- 
crease; but that of hay and bran was 
in 1870 §10,030, in 1877 §10,581 and 
in 1878 §9,512, a gradual decline. 
One of the most objectionable features in 
the list before us is that of Hour, of 
which commodity we observe that in 
1870 the quantity imported was valued 
at §133,513, in 1877 at §101,400 and 
1878 at §172,070; thus, in three years 
nearly half a million of money has left 
this fertile Province to assist in sus- 
taining foreign (lour markets. These are 
figures which our farmers and capital- 
ists will do well to ponder over with 
the hope of arriving at some practicable 
method of stopping this large and un- 
warrantable leak. Is it not within the 
limits of things possible for Provincial 
agriculturalists to raise a much greater 
proportion of wheat required for home 
consumption than they do at present, 
and would not capital invested in* the 
erection of grist mills furnished with the 
latest improvements prove to be money 
remuneratively laid out! On reference 
to the import under the classification 
of barley, oats, peas, wheat and 'In- 
dian corn wo find that a large 
amount of money leaves the country 
for those articles — articles that could 
be grown here in sufficient quail 
tities to meet the provincial de- 
mand. Instead, however, of the supply 
increasing it would seem to be gradually 
decreasing in proportion to the demand 
for in 1870 the imports of the articles 
named were valued at §11,080; in 1877 
at $46,343, and in 1878 at §19,595. 
On turning to tho exports from the 
Province for the last three years it is 
pleasing to bo able to observe that in 
each twelvo months they have material- 
ly exceeded the imports. In 1870 the 
exported products were valued at §3,- 
2-11,01 L, or $244,014 in excess of im- 
ports for the year. In 1877 exports 
aggregated §2,608,322 or §417,301 
more than the imports for the same 
period, and in 1878 the Province sup 
plied other markets with §2,798,800 
worth of the yield of her mines, fisheries, 
forests ifcc., an excess of imports no leas 
than §508,957. The decrease in the 
gold yield of the country during 1877 
and '78 as compared with 1870 has been 
largely compensated for by the increas- 
ed prosperity of our fisheries and the 
rapidly expanding industries in connec- 
tion with the forests of the Province. 
The fisheries which in 1870 showed a 
total export of only §71,338 in 1877 
swelled that amount to §105,005, and 
in 1878 further increased it to tho very 
respectable total of §123,840, the prin- 
cipal items embraced therein being, of 
course, canned salmon at §293,380 and 
pickled salmon at §22,802. The favor- 
able result of the operations for the 
year ending June 30th, 1879, may be 
anticipated with every confidence. The 
produce of the forest for the past year 
also shows a congratulatory increase 
of sorrio §40,000 as compared with 1877, 



and nearly §54,000 as compared vrlth 
187G. Our coal mines, which, for the 12 
months ending June 30th, 1878, 
exported 154,542 tons, valued at §727,- 
710, have fully maintained their im- 
portant in spite of the depression in 
that branch of commerce, as must he 
admitted when it is remembered that 
in 187.7 the value of coal exported was 
estimated at §520,109, and in 1870 at 
§559,008. Animals' and their produce 
also display a slight decrease as com- 
pared with the year 187G, in 1878 the 
exports under that denomination being 
§257,314, in 1877 §210,893, whilst in 
the preceding year they were §329,027. 
The export of agricultual produce has 
fallen from upwards of §3,000 in '70 
and '77 to § 102 for cranberries in 1878. 
On the whole, however, the exhibit of 
exports resulting from Provincial in- 
dustries may be regarded as highly 
satisfactory and it only remains for the 
mines of Cariboo, Cassiar and other 
sections of the country to contribute 
bountifully in the future to render 
that exhibit even more gratifying, and 
if by a combination of energy, perse- 
verance and capital the several ex- 
tensive leaks caused by the present im- 
portation of staple articles, such as are 
naturally the produce of the Province, 
could be effectually stopped, the lasting 
prosperity of British Columbia would be 
assured to all classes. It now behooves 
the consumers of dutiable goods, who 
in 1878 paid directly or indirectly 
§420,125 to the customs, to combine in 
an effort to render the Province as 
nearly as possible the source of all 
agricultural products requisite for or- 
dinary sustenance. 

Professor Phillips and his Trip to 
Arborni. 

Editoh Colonist:— In your issue of 
this morning I notice an article under 
the heading of "Professor Phillips' trip 
to Alborni," and inasmuch as some of 
his statements are contrary to facts, 
and ail'ect 'myself and others, I beg 
leave to have my say in the matter, 

Mr. Phillips speaks of the lodges as 
being so many inches wide instead of 
feet. Mr. Phillips only visited two 
out of four of the lcflges he' was sent 
to report on. One ledge of some 15 
feet or more in width he was never 
nearer than 200 yards, for the reason 
that ho could not get there on account 
of the impassable crevasses in'the snow. 
One that he did visit I liavo this trip 
brought as fine ore from as can be rea- 
sonably desired — carrying free gold and 
argentiferous galena; there are six 
ledges running into this one ledge 
which runs directly through the moun- 
tain and crops out on the south side; 
and on the summit there is as fine slate 
to be seen as can be found anywhere 
in Nevada State. 

The hydraulic chums he speaks of, 
had he spent more time in observing 
them he would have saved me much 
time and outlay; inasmuch as I found 
it impossible to ground-sluice where 
he directed operations to be commenced 
for want of sufficient fall, and also, on 
inspection I found the bed rock at the 
outlet of the basin so high that it would 
incur an outlay of §20,000 instead of* 
§2,000 in running a cutting to reach 
the bottom of the basin at n sufficient 
depth for sluicing purposes. He also 
slates that a road to the ledges would 
cost §30,000; I would gladly construct 
one for §2,500. It was my intention 
to send ;t quantity of the ore down 
this time and have it worked; but I 
unfortunately broke my arm whilst 
prospecting some new country at the 
iicad of the N"it-i-nat waters. But I 
intend to return next week for that 
purpose, and if tho ledges turn out 
anything like what they promise there 
is an immense quantity in sight and 
easy to be worked. 

I have spent my own time and con- 
siderable means in this speculation and 
certainly consider Jlr. Phillips' re- 
marks as unwarranted by the facts of 
the case.

Question. — Can any kind of goods be 
sold by sample of nn Eastern house in 
San Francisco? What amount of license 
must be paid ' 

Answer. — Goods may lie sold by j 
sample and sellers must take out license 
as commercial traveller. Under the { 
new law such persons must pay a 
quarterly license of §21 for sales under 
§20,000; §41 for sales of §20,000 to! 
§50.000; §61 for sales from §50,000 j 
to §100,000, and § 100 for all sales over

Municipal Council. 

A Bpecial meeting of the City Council 
was hold last evening to investigate tho 
charges of intoxication and neglect of duty 
laid by the City Surveyor against tho as- 
sistant Water Commissioner. Tho Coun- 
cil having resolved itself into committee 
of the whole, the Mayor was voted to tho 
chair, the following Councillors being 
present : Todd, Turner, lied fern, Marvin, 
Shakespeare, Williams and Dalby. 

The charge having been read Mr. 
Preeco declared that it was utterly falso, 
and that it had been mado out beforo the 
date of the alleged neglect of duty. 

Mr. Gastineau said that ho was not pro- 
pared to go on with the evidence in sup- 
port of tho charge as tho witness would 
not come forward. Ho would therefore 
ask that the investigation bo postponed 
one week. 

Coun. Williams — Then I move that Mr. 
Preeco be discharged of tho charge im- 
mediately. Mr. Gastineau has had plenty 
of time to get his witnesses together. 

Mr. Gastineau said that ho had not had 
time. Ho had had a great deal of busi- 
ness to attend to. 

Coun. Redforn said that lie would movo 
tho investigation bo postponed till next 
week. It would be unfair to Mr. Procco 
as well as to Mr. Gastineau to stillo tho 
inquiry at its present stage. 

Coun. Marvin asked Mr. Gastineau if 
tho investigation were postponed whether 
he would guarantee that ho would pro- 
duce witnesses to substantiate tho charges. 

Mr. Gastineau said he could not guaran- 
tee it, but be firmly believed ho could 
produce witnesses if ho woro granted 
further time. He also bolieved he could 
prove many other cases of intoxication 
and neglect of duty against Mr. Preeco. 

Coun. Shakespeare said that as Mr. 
Gastineau was not prepared immediately 
to proceed with the inquiry ho would 
move in amendment that the charge "bo 
dispensed with." 

Coun. Williams said he was in favor of 
discharging Mr. Preoce honorably as Mr. 
Gastineau had failed to produce or namo 
a single witness. 

Coun. Todd seconded Couu. Rodforn's 
motion. 

Coun. Daiby thought in justice to Mr. 
Preeco that tho inquiry should bo ad- 
journed. 

Coun. Williams said it was the practice 
in all law courts to give the names of wit- 
nesses to be produced. 

Tho clerk said he had never notified 
Mr. Gastineau of the investigation. 

Coun. Williams — What kind of busi- 
ness is that; what do you mean by notify- 
ing mo and nut Mr. Gastineau? 

Tho clerk said ho imagined tho over- 
sight occurred from a press of business, 
and he thought the notification through tho 
Press sufficient. 

Coun. Redforn said he could not agree 
with Conns. Williams and DalTly that 
Mr. Gastineau should bo compelled to 
name his witnesses. 

Coun. Shakespeare contended that tho 
charges fell to the ground; inasinuck as 
Mr. Gastineau had stated that the wit- 
ness who had asserted that Preeco was 
drunk would not come up. 

Coun. Turner — Mr. Gastineau, do you 
intend to give up the charge? 

Mr. Gastineau — No, certainly not. 

Coun. Turner — Then it is much better 
both for Mr. Preoce and yourself that tho 
inquiry be postponed. 

A vote was then taken and the inquiry 
was postponed until Wednesday next. 
POUND BY-1AW. 

A discussion then arose on tho Pound 
limits for cows. 

Coun. Williams opposed an extension 
of them, on tho grounds that property 
owners in the suburbs are not entitled to 
the same protection as rosidents of tho 
centro of tho city, inasmuch as tho former 
are not so heavily assessed as tho latter. 
If the limits were extended, 200 porsons 
keeping cows would be deprived . of a 
great portion of thou' livelihood. 

Coun. Redferu protested against the 
viows taken by Coun. Williams as it was 
monstrous that 200 persons should be per- 
mitted to keep cows to tho annoyance of 
the rest of the population, and to tho 
damage of gardens and sidewalks. If 
persons desired to keep cows they should 
first secure paddocks whereon to dopas- 
turo them. 

Coun. Marvin said the only way to set- 
tle this vexed question would bo to put it 
to the vote of the people whether the ex- 
isting Pound limits shall bo adopted for 
cows, or whether tho limits shall be ox- 
tonded to tho present city boundaries. 
He would oiler a motion to that effect. 

Coun. Williams seconded the motion. 

Coun. Turner said ho thought tho 
limits should first bo extended and then 
the question as to the adoption of that 
extension, or the extreme city limits 
might be put to the vote of the rate- 
payers. 

Conn. Todd spoke in support of the 
motion and said he would go in for com- 
pelling property owners to fence in "all 
vacant lots. 

Coun Seakespeare would liko to see a 
tax imposed on unfenced property. 

Tho motion was carried unanimously, 
and it was further resolved that the vote 
be taken on the 17th inst. 

The following tender.-? were then open- 
ed for digging and filling in a trench on 
Quebec and Montreal streets for water 
mains: W. Simpson, 10c. per lineal yard; 
W. Seabert, 10c. ; J. Finlayson, 20c. ; J. 
Burgess, 12ie. ; J. Stephens, lie; Wm. 
Brown, 12c. 

Tho contract was awarded to Messrs. 
Simpson and Seabert jointly. 

It was resolved that a 4-inch main from 
Mr. .Hoywood's residence to Judgo Gray's 
on Fort street bo laid. 

Witli reference to a proposition to take 
into consideration the purchase of more 
wooden pipes to be manufactured by Mr. 
Horton in this city, Coun. Marvin thought 
it the duty of the Council to improve the 
state of the water first, as otherwise no 
further extensions would be asked for. 

Tho Council then adjourned.

Pacific Mail Froight Circular. 



New York, Sept. 4. — The Pacific 
Mail steamship company has issued the 
following circular, which is being 
mailed to • the principal shippers of 
goods to tho Pacilio coast : — 

"Notico i3 hereby given that from 
this date and until further notice the 
goods hereinafter mentioned will only 
be carried by this lino at special rates, 
to be named prior to tho departuro of 
each steamer, and to bo inserted in a 
special permit, issued for the purpose 
of shipping: Bird cages, stamped ware, 
tinware and wire goods, blankets, can- 
vas, clothing, comfortables, cotton bags 
and bagging, cotton piece goods, dry 
goods, duck, enameled cloth, quilts, 
woolen goods and yarns in cases and 
bats, shipped at owner's risk of chafing 
under written release, carriage or bug- 
gy tops packed in tight boxes tom- 
pletly enclosed or in boxes, crates or 
skeleton frames, when not too largo for 
the ship's hatches, furniture set up and 
well boxed; chairs and other furniture 
of all descriptions, heretofore classified 
lower than fourth class, pianos, organs, 
melodeons and other musical instru- 
ments well boxed, ribbons, silk goods, 
thread, shoe thread and twine in cases 
or in bales shipped at owner's risk of 
chafing under written release, rubber 
boots, shoes, clothing and rubber boots 
not otherwise specified, rubber goods, 
druggists' rubber hose in cases and in 
in bales released." 

The I'imes says 11. W. Hayes the 
contracting agent of the Pacific Mail 
steamship company, upon being ques- 
tioned admitted that it 1 is proposed to 
increase the rate on the goods above 
described, so as to secure an average, of 
from $8 to $10 per 100 pounds. 
These goods arc identical with those 
upon which the Pacific railroad com- 
panies recently doubled rates. Agents 
of these lines have persisted in claim- 
ing that tho advance was nominal and 
was intended to do away with the 
practice of some shippers in sending 
"express packages" only by rail, and 
bulky goods by sailing vessels. They 
asserted that if the old rates continued 
it would continue in force when the 
roads received almost their proportion 
of both classes of articles. The deduc- 
tion drawn from the new circular is 
that the high tariff will hereafter be a 
reality, the concurrence of the Pacific 
Mail company having heretofore been 
needed to enable its enforcement.

Tho Royal Commission and tho Gov- 
ernment. 



On the 20th August, the Govern- 
ment having been neatly cornered by 
the Commissioners in their attempt to 
twist authorities to suit their own pur- 
poses, endeavored to worm their way 
out of the ridiculous position in which 
they had been placed by tiring a musty 
lot of quotations at the heads of the 
Commissioners, "which quotations, so 
far from being apropos to the enquiry, 
were applicable to nothing. Tho Gov- 
ernment next proceeded to say that, 

"The Into Attorney General acted 
consistently with tho above rules when 
he gave the Commissioners to under- 
stand that they had the 'entire control' 
of the Ko'otenay enquiry ; but in 
justice to that gentleman, tho Commit- 
tee cannot conceive that in doing so he 
thereby intended to go further than 
Constitutional practice warranted, and 
evade the responsibility of checking 
the outlay of $2,000 entrusted by tho 
Legislative Assembly to the Govern- 
ment of which he was a member. 
*■#***- * # 

It is admitted, as stated by the 
Commissioners, that the Warrant of 
tho Lieutenant-Governor is, under this 
section and by virtue also of the In- 
terpretation Act, "the authority to the 
Treasurer to pay public moneys," 
and not a dictation to the recipient "of 
the mode in which he is to receive" 
them. But the Commissioners have been 
informed by the Lieutenant-Governor 
in Council that no such Warrant 
ever existed, and it has been re- 
spectfully pointed out to the Commis- 
sioners that tho payment to them of tho 
$1,000 without the resquisite warrant 
was illegal, and that the receipt and re- 
tention of that sum by them (though 
accepted in the utmost good faith) was 
equally illegal. These observations 
must havo escaped the attention of tho 
Commissioners for they havo not been 
answered. 

The Committoc have never raised 
any technical question about the pre- 
cise mode in which the Commissioners 
should act when recipients from time 
to time of legal payments, by the Trea- 
sury: but they have throughout con- 
tended that payments or disbursements 
by the Commissioners, out of the £1,100 
confided to them, should be accounted 
for by vouchers in the manner pre- 
scribed* by the Interpretation Act, 
nnd before the further large advance of 
$900 should bo made to them as re- 
quested. Apart from this, the Com- 
mittee fails to understand why the 
Commissioners should press for pay- 
ment of the whole sum of $2,000, in 
the face of their statement ■"that they 
have every reason to believe that the 
total amount expended would bo "laryeli/ 
within the sum voted," (30th July, 1887) 
If the sum were ten thousand, instead 
of two thousand dollars, can it be doubt- 
ed that any Government so heedless of 
its duty as to pay over such a large sum 
without enquiry, and merely to accom- 
modate the wishes of the Commission- 
ers, would justly forfeit any public 
confidence that might be reposed in 
them. 

"The Committee would most respect- 
fully remark that tho Commissioners 
have not confined themselves to the con- 
sideration of the real issues existing 
between them and the Government. • 

"Tho Government, it may be repeated, 
have only endeavoured to establish their 
unquestionable right of controlling and, 
when needed, curtailing the expenditure 
of the Commissioners. They have rea- 
sonably, as well as legally, insisted upon 
vouchers for past payments by the 
Commissioners being produced before 
the request for a further advance, ad- 
mitted unnecessary, should be granted; 
and they have suggested that this re- 
quest should, in accordance with the 
rules of the service, be placed in the 
form of a requisition with which the 
Commissioners have long been familiar. 

"The Committee cannot possibly con- 
ceive how such a compliance with the 
law and constitutional practice on their 
part can be regarded as an attack upon 
the impartial character or independence 
of the Commission. 

"Jtremains to be stated that theCom- 
mittee feel bound still to recommend 
that until vouchers accounting for the 
past expenditure of the Commissioners 
and requisitions' explaining their future 
outlay be furnished to the Treasury, no 
further advance of money should be 
made. 

"The Committee exceedingly regret 
that the Commissioners should have 
forced the Government into a defensivo 
attitude upon matters respecting which 
they would have much preferred to 
remain silent. 

"TheCommittee advise that the above 
recommendation be approved, that their 
former decision be adhered to, and that 
a copy of this report be forwarded to 
the Commissioners."

Sir: — The Commissioners have the 
honour to acknowledge the Copy of a 
Report of the Committee of Council, 
approved by His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor on tho 19th August inst. 

The Commissioners submit that this 
matter has now been sufficiently dis- 
cussed ; they think that their proceed- 
ings until brought to a termination 
ought not to be interfered with by tho 
Government of tho day, and that this 
was intended by the late House of As- 
sembly. 

It was under this impression that 
they accepted the Commission, and ra- 
ther than continue liablo to interfer- 
ence from time to time they have inti- 
mated with great respect that they ten- 
der their resignations to the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. 

If these resignations are immediately 
accepted they will hand over vouchers 
and balance as soon as the Rev. Father 
Fouquet's expenses can be ascertained, 



which they think will bo at a very 
early date, as he is daily expected in 
Victoria, having been subpoenaed some 
time since. If, however, the Govern- 
ment should think it well that the ex- 
pense of summoning the Rev. Father 
Fouquet should not bo entirely lost, the 
Commissioners will be ready to retain 
their Commission until his appearance 
and examination.
